THE FISHER FOLK 


Out of the Past 
Bapp«nlng« of day* goo* by 
aa chronicled in The Star and 
Sentinel and The Oettyihvrt 
Times Che Alee reveal 


LITTLE do we think of the processes which bring to us food, pleasure. 
or happiness. When we go to the market and buy some Ash. or 
order it in an eating place, little do we think of the long and brave process 
through which It goes before it reaches our plate. 
I have been visiting some of these fisher homes this summer in 
scenic Nova Scotia, and talking to the men who go out to fish in the 
ocean, and with the equally brave mothers who stay at home and look 
after children who have so little to make them happy, though they are 
quite happy—because they are schooled in bravery. 
These fishermen get up early in the morning and go out to sea. Their 
work is nearly always finished by noon, as far as the water work is con­ 
cerned; then their work is upon the land. The past few years have been 
trying ones, however. Low prices for their product, and mounting prices 
to be paid for food, clothing and the necessities to their trade. But I have 
discovered no complaining about these conditions. That is the remark­ 
able thing about these people who live upon the sea and know its every 
mood. 
These fisher people also love beauty. They have been nourished by 
the beauty that is the earth, and all that it breeds. And they add to this, 
as far as their means permit, by simple arts in their homes and through 
colorful gardens that nestle about their outdoor paths and windows. 
How brave these people are—the bravest of the brave, could all know 
their strife and t,acrlflce, the urge of their hearts, and the glorious resig­ 
nation of their spirit, as they toil uncomplainingly day in and clay outr— 
through storm and sunshine, and through the cruelest blasts of winter s 
cold.From decade to decade has the trade of the fisher folk gone on. Once 
they could make a fair living—but now it has become a struggle to live— 
yet their courage never wavers. Their only hope is for a decent living 
and the continued opportunity to serve. 
My faith has been enlarged these summer days as I have come In 
contact with these fisher people, nobly living in their well-kept though 
simple homes upon the rocky slopes beside the sea.
